Now, therefore, In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (5) of sec¬ 
tion 8 of the Central Sales Tax Act, 1956 (74 of 1966), the Central Government 
hereby directs that In respect of pencils (hereinafter referred to as “the said 
goods") the tax payable under clause (b) of sub-section (2) of the said section by 
any dealer having his place of business in the Union territory of Delhi In respect 
of the sale by him on or alter the first day of January 1963, from such place of 
business of the said goods in the course of Inter-State trade or commerce to an un¬ 
registered dealer shall be calculated at four per cent of the sale price of the goods 
so sold. ,
